•the new army and to fill the v acan­ 
cies in the regu lar army and the na­ 
tional gu ard . 
This is the official net q u ota an­ 
nou nced in 
Ind ianapolis by Jesse 
EscWbach, state conscription agent. 
The cou nty ’s gross q u ota 
was an­ 
nou nced 
Satu rd ay 
at one hu nd red 
and sev enty -sev en, which means that 
Ru sh cou nty receiv ed cred it for one 
hu nd red and elev en enlistments. 
Ru sh cou nty receiv ed no cred it for 
men who v olu nteered in Company B 
of the Ind iana National Gu ard or the 
regu lar army before April 1 or after 
Ju ne 30. Neither d id Ru sh cou nty or 
any other cou nty receiv e cred it 
for 
men who4* 
enlisted 
in 
the 
marine 
corps of the nav y . 
Another loss for Ru sh cou nty was 
the tMrenty -fiv « v olu nteers in the field 
hospital u nit which has been formed 
here since Ju ne 30. 
With v ery few 
ex ceptions those men are of con­ 
scription age. This means that they 
will all be 
ex empted 
from being 
d rafted . 
In conseq u ence, 
twenty - 
fiv e more men will hav e to be d raft­ 
ed ficm this cou nty than otherwise 
wou ld hav e been the case.

It has been estimated in Washing­ 
ton that 
approx imately 
twice 
the 
nu mber of the net q u ota will be call­ 
ed u p for the first d raft. 
This es­ 
timate will nev er apply here, 
it is 
being freely pred icted , becau se

REGISTRATION DEBT 
IS HELD TO BE LEGAL 


Attorney General Gives An Opinion 


And Board Here Will Likely 


Act Accordingly 


$90 LOCAL CLAIMS TO BE PAID 


Attorney General Stansbu ry in an 
opinion Satu rd ay to the state board 
of accou nts held that the ex penses 
of the registration, which end ed su d ­ 
d enly when the su preme cou rt d e­ 
clared the constitu tional conv ention 
law' u nconstitu t! mal, cou ld be legal­ 
ly paid and it is q u ite 
lik ely that 
the cou nty official here will recom­ 
mend to the commissioners the al­ 
lowance of the claims in this cou nty , 
amonnting to abou t $9 0. 
The attorney general held that the 
cou rt d id not hold the registration 
Jaw’ u nconstitu tional and the ex pense 
for the registration was not incu r­ 
red u nd er the constitu tional conv en­ 
tion law. The ex penses were created 
u nd er a v aild act, he held . 
In some 
q u arters there is a feeling that to 
mak e the matter certain the legisla­ 
tu re shou ld pass an act 
legalizing 
the ex pend itu res and in this w’ay set 
at rest all chances for cou rt action.

w’ine gallon,« on all su ch alcohol in 
ex cess of fifty (50) gallons. 
Dru ggists point to the fact that 
the proposed tax is u nfair becau se 
of its retroactiv e featu re, 
which 
wou ld compel d ealers to pay tax es on 
preparations they hav e had in stock 
and may hav e on their 
shelv es for 
some time. 
They d isclose that 
u n­ 
salable articles manu factu red y ears 
ago for which 
there is practically 
no d emand , wou ld be tax ed the same 
as articles of recent 
manu factu re 
and read y sale—thu s ad d ing*an u n­ 
warranted cost to practically 
d ead 
stock . 
They also d eclare 
that the 
tax is impractical in application and 
d iscriminatory .

Number Five Red W inter wheat may be musty o r so ur, co n­ 
tain no t mo re than fifteen p er cent o f mo isture, test no t less than 
53 p o unds p er bushel.

cent damaged kernels, no t mo re than three p er cent heat damage 
and no t mo re than six p er cent fo reign m aterial. 
Do ckage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 
straw , grain o ther than wheat, and any o ther fo reign m aterial 
which can be remo ved readily fro m the wheat by the use o f ap ­ 
p ro p riate sieves cleaning devices, o r o ther p ractical means suited 
to sep arate the 
fo reign m aterial p resent;

Grading wheat under U. S. Standards, a law 


which all grain dealer* will have 


to abide by. 


The official grain standards of the United States for wheat 


were fixed, established, promulgated and published oh March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. This act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal. Effective on Indiana wheat July 1, 1917. 


Number Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty-nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 
four per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than one per cent 
of foreign matter. 


Number Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture,.shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall, contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 


• Number Four Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con- 


tain not :more'than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a test 
weight of at least fifty-five pounds. Shall contain not more than 
•ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and not more than four per cent foreign matter. 


Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con- 


tain not more than fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
53 pounds per bushel. May contain not more than fifteen per 
cent damaged kernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreign material. 


Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 


straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be removed, readily from the .wheat by the mse of ap- 
propriate sieves cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the foreign material present; 
also 
undeveloped, 


shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The quantity of 


dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the. grain including the dockage. The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centum. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. , The percentage of 
dockage so determined and stated shall he added to the grade 
designation; 
' 


For'a.full copy-«f the Official .Standards'write to the Secre- . 


tary of. Agriculture,Washington, D.'C.,'or to your Congressman,' 
'i»H.Jt'-will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 
more strict. Dirty wheat, or wheat that is even slightly damp, 
cannot grade either number two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry, 
and is properly cleaned. Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very 
explicit. 
. ,.,,,. 
The only time to get rye out of wheat thoroughly is while the 


grain is standing. More than one per cent of rye prevents any 
wheat grading number two. One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
unfit for seed. Cockle is still worse and must be removed, if at 
all, before harvest.'

tobacco imported from Turkey in 
Europe and Asia in recent years was 
in 1909 about 6 million pounds, and 
in 1914, the year immediately 
pre- 


ceding the war, about 25 .million 
pounds, practically all of it for use 
in manufacturing cigarettes. The 
entry &f Tnrfeey into the war great- 
ly reduced the possibility of contin- 
uing our imports 
of her 
products, 


and the receipt of Turkish tobacco' 
in the fiscal year 1915 was albout 
one-half that of 1914, while in 1916 
and 1917 the imports of this class 
were practically nothing. 


The value of American cigarettes 


exported since 1900 is more than 
$50,000,000 and most of them went 
to the Orient. 
The value of cigar- 


ette tobacco imported from Turkey 
since 1900 is about $60,000,000.

The state board of health sends
